IT is manifestly absurd to attribute 
the failure of the Chicago barbed-wire 
firms 
to anything in the interstate 
commerce act, says the Tribune of 
that city. The untortunate result is 
plainly owing to vast overproduction 
of barbed wire. The demand for this 
manufacture has been falling behind 
steadily for some time, as the farmers 
became supplied 
with 
barbed-wire 
fences; but the output was not re- 
stricted in anything like the same pro- 
portion, and, as lowered prices could 
not greatly increase the demand where 
wants were already 
met, an over- 
stocked trade was the inevitable result. 
Perhaps the failure was hastened 
or promoted in some 
degree by 
the extortionate 
freight 
rates re- 
cently established in plain 
opposi- 
tion to the letter 
and spirit of 
the interstate act, but there is certainly 
nothing in that measure that by any 
reasonable interpretation could work 
injury to such a business as the manu- 
facture of barbed wire, unless it might 
be the disallowance of outrageous re- 
bates. 
Barbed-wire factories are com- 
paratively few in number and located 
at points far apai t. 
Under such cir- 
cumstances a fair application of the 
short-haul r u l e could not possibly w o r k 
injury to any one. Without the slight- 
est d a n g e r of l o s i n g either t h r o u g h or 
local traffic t h e railroads 
could 
give 
low, l i v i n g rates to barbed-wire f a c - 
tories wherever located. 
So far as re- 
spects this particular industry it is in- 
explicable how extortions or exactions 
could be levied under an;^ pretense of 
obeying the interstate act, but accord- 
ing to those most interested 
even 
freights of this class have suffered in 
the general, systematic attempt to make 
the new law odious.

The BnrstiDg of a Car Wheel Hurls 
Eight 
People Into Eternity. 
Six Wounded. 


AIJTOONA, Pa., May 27.—To-night, as 
the fast line, west bound, was nearing 
Kittanning Point, the wheel of a car on 
a freight train coming east, burst. The 
oar crashed into two passenger coaches 
killing fonr men and injuring many oth- 
ers. 


The killed are as follows: 
Dal Qraham, son of ex-Speaker Gra- 
ham, of Allegheny, Pa. 


J. H. Stouflfer, of liewisville, O. 
Wimer Snyder, a one-legged man, of 
Shamokin, Pa. 


John Doris, a newsboy, of East Liib- 
erty, Pa. 


Frank One, of No. 75 East Thirty- 
third street. New York City, will die. 


Charles Beidleman, of Bmnfield, Noble 
county, Indiana, is dying. 


The injured are: A. Agen Fayetteville, 
N. Y.; head and side; not serious. 


Clara Albert, of Flint, Mich.; slightly 
injured. 


Rev. John Alfred, of Beaver Falls, Pa,; 
Hattie Lykett (colored), of Alexandria, 
V.; not seriously. 


Edith Guise, aged 11 years, traveling 
with her mother, was prostrated by the 
shock but was not injured to any extent. 
TO-DAT'S DISPATCHES. 


PITTSBTTBG, May 28.—The latest re 
ports from the scene of the accident at 
Horse Shoe Bend, on the Pennsylvania 
railroad last night, state that eight were 
killed and six injured. Four were killed 
outright and others have since died. 
The ill fated train arrived at the Union 
depot, in this city, at 4:30 this morning 
with some ninety passengers aboard. 
For four long hours, a group of anxious 
mortals paced up and down the passage 
ways, lingering impatiently and in awful 
suspense as to the fate of their friends, 
who had taken passage on the fast line. 
Among the first persons to step from 
the train was Miss McMahon, a school 
teacher in Flordia, who was on her way 
to her home in Beaver Falls, this state. 
Miss McMahon furnished a thrilling ac- 
count of the awful catastrophe which 
overtook the fast line. She said: " I 
was sitting about the middle of the 
second coach from the engine. The 
train was running at a h gh rate of speed 
when the accident 
happened. The 
shook was terrific, I was thrown violently 
against the seat in front when the train 
stopped suddenly. In a minute all was 
cofusion and I was at a loss to know 
what had happened. I soon heard shrieks 
from the passengers fn the coach in the 
rear of the one I was in. I raised the 
window and looked out. The entire 
sides of the two coaches immediately in 
tho rear were crushed in. I could see 
the passengers climbing out over the 
coal cars lying on an adjoining track. 
The passengers who were not injured 
assisted in removing the killed and 
•wounded, Several women in my car 
swooned away when they saw what had 
happened." 


Mr. J. H. Peach, of Bellevue, Mifflin 
county, this state, was a passenger in 
the third coach from the smoker. " I 
was sitting," said he, "about four seats 
in the rear of Dal Qraham, when the 
trains collided. 
The entire side of our 
coach was crushed in and yonng Graham 
was literally buried beneath the ruins. 
But one moan escaped his lips and he 
must have died instantly. 
The side of 
the car was crushed down upon him and 
this, with a large quantity of coal from a 
freight car, had crushcd the young 
man's life out before any assistance 
could be rendered. 
We must have been 
running at the rate of about thirty miles 
an hour and the freight, I would judge, 
about twelve miles. 
The freight was 
heavily loaded and the terrible crash 
caused a panic among the passengers. 
I am surprised that three times as many 
were not dashed into eternity."

Lake—His Life Service. 


The gloomy forebodings from the^bed- 
side of Sheriff Nelson, yesterday after- 
noon, were darkened last night by a 
message from Mr. O. B. Wiley announc- 
ing the oflBloer's death at 11:45. 


DeGrofF Nelson is no more.

these words pass from the lips of men 
who loved the dead sheriff for his honest, 
manly, endearing characteristics. His 
last moments were blessed with con- 
sciousness enough to recogoise and bid 
those nearest and dearest to him an af- 
fectionate 
farewell

He is gone, but his memory lives in 
the hearts of a peodle who fondled and 
honored a friend so constant, so true and 
so noble.

DeGroff Nelson was bora in this city 
August 21, 1839, and married his present 
wife December 14, 1864. Three children 
were born to them and the Misses Julia 
and Eva survive their father. The death 
of his son, Eddie, by drowning, will be 
recalled as most sorrowful. 
Hitf early 
years were spent on the old Nelson home- 
stead, east on the New Haven road. Later 
he engaged in business in the city and 
finally drifted into politics. He served 
as deputy under Sheriffs Oosgrove and 
Schiefer. 
Beceiving the nomination 
himself he was twice chosen to that of- 
fice and had something like a year and a 
half of his last term to serve. 


THK SKIRMTBII's suggestion, that the 
county commissioners appoint as his 
successor a gentleman who, upon his 
honor, would mani^e the office for the 
benefit of the widow and orphan chil- 
dren of the dead sheriff, meets with 
universal approval among all classes. 
There is a pathos in the appeal that 
goes to the hearts of mankind and a sa- 
cred belief that the family should reap 
and enjoy the fruits of their dead hus- 
band and father's well won battles in 
life. 


Dr. H. V. Sweringen returned from 
Pleasant Lake on the morning train. 
The remains of Mr. Nelson will arrive 
this afternoon in charge of his family 
and friends. 
No arrangements for the 
funeral are made. 


Coroner Dinnen is, by virtue of his 
ofiSce, ex-officio sheriff. 
The county 
commissioners meet in regular session a 
week from Monday to fill the vacancy 
caused by Sheriff Nelson's death. 


FRENCH CABINET. 


M. Ronvier Forms One Against the Mil- 
itary Disposition. 


LONDON, May 2 8 . — A Paris corres- 
pondent of the Time» telegraphs that 
M. Kouvier has formrd a cabinet as fol- 
lows:

The right, with a sense of their own 
security, have promised the new minis- 
try full support. 
President Grevy was 
for a long time reluctant to make the 
trial as the move is eventful. 


The Paris Disaster. 


PABIS, May 28.—Its is officially an- 
nounced this afternoon that seventy-five 
corpses have been recovered from the 
ruins of the Opera Comique. 
It is ex- 
pected that 100 will be found. 


Not a Gusher. 


At a depth of twenty feet the drillers 
at the new gas well struck a small vein 
of gas, but no indications of a gusher. 
The well will be "shot" and then its 
capacity will be known. 


Earthquakes in Massachusetts. 


It is to be noted, however, that since 
i-he settlement of this New England 
sountry there have been several shocks 
of an alarming nature, which have prin- 
cipally aifected the State of Massachu- 
setts. 
That of 1727 and several fol- 
lowing years was one of the most pe- 
culiar disturbances which have ever 
been recorded. The first movements 
of this long-continued series of shocks 
disturbed a tolerably large area; but in 
a short time the shocks became con- 
fined to the region near the old town of 
Newbury, Mass., where from 1727 tr, 
1740 each shock, though the motion 
was slight, was accompanied by loud 
and terrifying sounds proceeding from 
the depths of the earth. 
We have the 
story of this strange convulsion from 
the journal of the Kev. Matthias Plant, 
the pastor of the Puritan church at 
Newbury. 
Although he viewed the 
matter rationally, many people be- 
lieved that the tumult was caused by 
the devil at work in his nether realm. 


In 1755, almost coincidently with 
the great Lisbon earthquake. Central 
New England was visited by a disturb- 
ance of considerable 
violence, one 
which, though a single shock, was 
probably nearly, if not quite, as vio- 
lent as any of the several movements 
which have recently occurred in South 
Carolina. 
This disturbance, though 
QOt hurtful to life or limb, did a good 
deal of minor damage to the buildings 
Df Boston and vicinity; a good part oi 
the chimneys were overturned, and 
wherever a heavy weight was supported 
on a tall, frail base the effects were con- 
iiderable. 
John "Winthrop, then pro- 
?essor of physics and astronomy, one of 
the few eminent American men of sci- 
ence of the eighteenth century, states 
that the bricks from the chimney of his 
house, m Cambridge, the top of which 
was thirty-two feet from the ground, 
were thrown to a point thirty feet from 
the base of the structure. If we may 
trust this observation, it is clear that 
the shock, though not of great violence, 
was of sufficient force to bring havoo 
to many flimsy structures of tho pres- 
ent day. 
Since 1755 there has been no 
earthquake in this district which can be 
termed menacing in its violence, though 
movements of slight importance have 
been numerous. 


We may reasonably conclude that 
while the New England district hae 
probably long been exempt from dis< 
turbances of great severity, the Massa- 
chusetts district appears to be liable to 
•hocks of a Tiolence sufficient to wrech 
biriMin« wliioh are not -«rell fitted in 
•

HOME LIFE IN GERMANY. 


[Good Hoasekeeping.] 


Beer has worked its way into the cus- 
toms of the Germans in many ways. It 
is common for the people to take their 
meals in the beer houses, often whole 
families together, where they can have 
their food as cheap as they can get it at 
home; so that public eating has almost 
superseded the family table. 
Home 
meals, where they are retained, are 
nothing like the social cheer they are 
in America, where every man, how- 
ever poor, sits with his family around a 
common board. In Germany, each one 
in the morning drinks his coffee alone, 
and when it suits him to get up. So 
with supper. 
When not taken at the 
restaurant, it is eaten cheerlessly alone, 
as we would a "piece," and consists 
commonly of a sandwich and a glass oi 
beer. 
Dinner is a simple affair, is 
served in the family, and is often taken 
by each one alone. 
Boarding-houses 
are almost unknown, the beer houses 
having driven them out of the great 
German empire. A stranger, if not at 
a hotel, takes a room with a private 
family, where his breakfast (or coffee, 
rather) is served in his room, while his 
other meals are taken at the saloon, 
where he can get beer with them. In 
the hotels there are not commonly 
tables set, but the guest usually pays 
for his lodging only, and eat at the res- 
taurants, where he can also drink. 


In Berlin there are over 6,000 res- 
taurants, there being more restaurant 
keepers than any other class, excepting 
shoemakers and tailors. The restau- 
rants are of all kinds, some serving? 
breakfast, some supper, and others h.11 
meals. 
They are for all classes, too, 
some for the most wealthy and delicate, 
others to suit the laboring men, and 
some even for beggars. 
Every restau- 
rant is at the same time a reading-room, 
where the principal dailies are furn- 
ished; for few families take newspa- 
pers at home. In the restaurant are 
also chess-boards, billiard-tables, after- 
concerts and theatrical performances. 
In short, home, with its people and 
comforts, is turned out into the restau- 
rant. 
The German would rather have 
dry bread and cheese, with a glass of 
beer, than the richest repast, without 
beer. One never sees water on the 
table at a German restaurant. 


T h e w h o l e social system in G e r m a n y 
is aiieeted b y beer 
drinking, which, 
a m o n g other results, h a s l e d in a re- 
markable d e g r e e to t h e publicizing of 
t h e i r private life. 
A m a n in Germany 
does not love his privacy, but his 
society; not his farrfily so exclnsively, 
but his saloon companions, 
There is 
less of that confidence and satisfaction 
with which one in America gives liim- 
self up to his wife and children, or to 
enjoyment at home ; but he takes them 
with him to the saloon, where they all 
give themselves up, with others, to 
common enjoyment. 
They do not at 
such times feel disconcerted by tho 
strangers present; but a stranger be- 
comes another friend in the company ; 
for in Germany familiarity does not 
consist in the degree of acquaintance, 
but in the number of persons present. 
This accounts for the German's socia- 
bleness and for his reputation for 
friendliness. The first time he meets 
you he is about as friendly as he ever 
becomes. An American, in order to en- 
;ioy anything, wants it to be his own. 
But a German will make it his own, if 
he only has somebody else to share the 
enjoyment with. 


The people do not live at home and 
have no strong home feeling. 
They 
find home a tedious place, for which, 
like the French, they have no name in 
their language. 
They have a "house," 
or lodgings, but if they should trans- 
late our word "home" with all its ten- 
derness, they would have to say "father- 
land." Not the individual, but the 
whole found an interest ; not the fam- 
Qy, but the saloonful, constitutes the 
unit of society. Even in their courtship 
there is nothmg of the privacy of the 
Americans. A young man, instead of 
repairing to the lady's home to spend a 
few hours in the parlor, takes her, if he 
may be alone with her at all, to the 
beer garden or theater, and there courts 
and often caresses her in the presence 
of h u n d r e d s of others.

220 MEN ENTOMBED ! 


An Explosion in a Coal Pit 1 
The Poor Miners Alive- 
Foreign A^ews. 


GLASGOW, May 28.—A terrible explo* 
sion has occurred in the üdston cold pit 
•at Blantyre, a village in Lanarkshire^ 
eight miles from this city. 
Two hun- 
dred and twenty miners are entombed 
in the pit and it is feared all hare 
perished. 
The shaft is blocked with 
the debris caused by the explosion. 


BRUSSELS, May 28.—The socialists 
have taken advantage of the strike in 
Belgium to make demonstrations at 
various places. They have held seyeral 
meetings, at which violent speechee 
were made, the red flag was dj^layed 
and the "Marseillaise" sung. 


Further particulars show the nnmber 
of men entombed less than at first re- 
ported. Forty-five minera in the upper 
seam of tbe pit were rescued, but one 
died after being brought out. Access to 
the lowest seam is found to be blocked 
by debris tumbled down by the explo- 
sion. It was in this seam the explosion 
occurred, and it is thought they are all 
ad.

here, for merchants never classify their 
goods,

idea 
where the kind 3-ou require

Nor are goods ever delivered by the 
merchants at the residence of the i>irr- 
chasers.

These licensed car-

His father inscribed upon the mar- 
ble that commemorated his death that 
quaint epitaph :

Who died fighting in his Country's cause on 
board tho Harwick Ship-of-\Var ih an engage- 
ment with Monsieur Bonrdenaye, commander 
of a French Squadron on the Indian Coast 
the 2Gth of Jnne, 1746, 
and in the ilst year of his ago. 
Beloved by his commander. Captain Carteret, 
and highly favorad by hi3 friend Commodore 
Bamet for his politones3 of manners. 
Ho ^va3 
a comely 
personage, 
of undoubted bravery, 
skilled in the theory of the profession ; excelled 
by fov,- as a Naval Draughtsman, fiavo early 
promises, by a pregnant genius and diligent ap- 
plication, of a cousuiniuato officer for the sery- 
ico of his country. 
But the Wisdom of Heaven 
is inscrutable; human life is over in the hands 
of its Author ; and while the good and brave are 
alwnyrf ready for death, resignation 
becomes 
their surviving irioads. 
Conviuced of this duty 
yet subdiipd by tho sentiments of a tender imr. 
ent this tablet was inscribed and dedicated by 
hia son-Qv.-ing father. 


May, Britain, all thy sons like him behave— 
May all be vii-tuo-as and like him be brave. 
Thy fiercest iooa imdauiited lie withstood, 
Aud perislied iighting fin- his couutry s good. 
Bold, ambitious, accustomed to see 
no boy excel him, f u l l ' of high senti- 
ments of honor, loyalty, and duty—who 
can doubt 
what 
pulses 
thrilled 
the 
heart of Washington, when this exam- 
ple was brought face to face with him 
every hour of his life'? 
Who can fail 
to see m these events the motives which 
led him to seek, like Fairfax, a mid- 
shipman's commission ? 
You all know 
the story: how a vessel waited in the 
Potomac; how Washington's 
luggage 
was sent on board; 
how his mother, 
agonized lest her son, too, should die 
among strangers on far-off seas, inter- 
vened ; and how, at her entreaties, 
he 
abandoned 
a career that seemed 
to 
him full of 
promise 
and 
glory,—all 
these are familiar themes. 
He laid his 
ambition 
at 
his mother's 
feet, 
and 
turned his stejDS to the then quiet paths 
that 
lay 
about his homo. 
And soon 
those 
paths extended into 
scenes of 
peril and adventure that gave him fame 
even before he reached 
the 
age 
at 
•which Thomas Fairfax fell.

inilucnce of the midshi2«nau"s example 
did not stop there.

Tho work is sometimes carried on by 
the own(^rs of pine forests thoiaselves;

wlien the boxing of 
the trees be.qins. 
Tlie boxes, which arc cut sloping back 
into the trees about a foot from tiio 
ground, measure tliree inches back at 
bottom, four deep, and about seventeen 
in length. In I\rarch they are cornered; 
that is, a clii|) is taken oft" on both sides 
just above tlie ends of the boxes. 
Next 
the faccs for dripping are cut 
V-shape 
between and above tho places ehip})ed. 
Tho number of faces on each tree de- 
pends upon its size, varying from one 
to three. 
Besides the original cutting 
of the faces, the trees are hacked once 
a week 
during the dripping 
season, 
with a peculiarly-shaped knife 
suited 
to the purpose. 
The hacking increases 
the length of the faces, as one or two 
inches of bark are taken otY above each 
time. 


The drii)piug of tlie crude into bar- 
rels begins about the middle of ]March, 
and the boxes are emptied seven or 
eight times during the season. 
They 
hold from one to two (piarts each, and 
from 20,000 boxes 210 barrels is consid- 
ered a fair, 250 a fine 3-ield. 
The first 
y e a r ' s dripping is called "virgin," tho 
second "yearling," and all after 
"old 
stuff." 
From eight barrels of 
crude 
they get two of spirits of 
turpentine 
and live to llvo and a half of resin. 
Of 
the latter there are several grades : W. 
W., 
"water-wlxito;" 
W. CK, "window- 
glass;" M., next highest, and so on up 
the alphabet, but down in ([uality to A, 
the letter J being omitted. 
Tho iirst 
drippmgs, if not scorched in boiling, 
make beautifully 
white, 
transparent 
resin; hence tho name "water-white." 
Tho crude producing this can never be 
obtained from tho trees after the lirst 
month running; that for AV. G., "win- 
dow-glass," possilily, into July or Au- 
g u s t . — / . . Jr. Robarls,

"It is not generally known that more 
than one attempt upon Lincoln's life 
was made in Washington, but such is the 
fact," said Mr. John W. Nichols, ex- 
President ox the Omaha Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Mr. Xichols' statement interested me 
somewhat, and I asked him to explain. 
He then went on and told me sui^stan- 
tially the following story : 
In August, 
1862, Company K, One Hundred and 
Fifth 
Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, 
of 
which Mr. Nichols was a member, was 
detailed 
as body-guard 
of President 
Lincoln. 
Up to 1864, owing to the 
vigilance of the guards, Mr. Lincoln es- 
caped all attempts at violence. 
The 
back of the Confederacy was broken, a 
good feeling pervaded all Washington, 
and vigilance was considerably relaxed. 
It was then conspiracies were hatched 
and Confederates ran the city unmo- 
lested. 
The President and his family 
spent the summer months at the Sol- 
diers' Home, about three miles north 
of the city, whither the body-guard ac- 
companied them. 
It was the custom of 
the President to remain late at the War 
Department, and after his work was 
concluded he would ride on horsback 
out to the Home. 
That summer he had 
persistently refused an escort, imagin- 
ing himself perfectly secure. 


One night, 
about 
the 
middle of 
August, Mr. Nichols was doing sentinel 
duty at the large gate to the grounds 
of the 
Home. 
About 
11 o'clock he 
heard 
a rifle-shot, and shortly after- 
ward Mr. Lincoln dashed up to the gate 
on 
horseback. 
The 
President 
was 
bareheaded, and as he dismounted he 
said, referring to his horse: 
"He came 
pretty 
near 
getting 
away 
with me, 
didn't he ? 
He got the bit in his teeth 
before I could draw the rein." 
Mr. 
Nichols asked him where his hat was, 
and 
he replied 
that 
somebody had 
tired a gun oti at the foot of the hill, 
and that his horse had become scared 
and jerked his hat off. 


"Tliinking the affair rather strange." 
said Mr. Nichols, "a corporal and my- 
self went down the hill to make an in- 
vestigation. 
A t tho intersection of the 
driveway aud main road we found the 
President's hat—a plain silk one—and 
upon 
examining 
it 
we discovered a 
bullet-hole through 
the crown. 
The 
shot had been tired uj^ward, and it was 
evident that the person who had tired 
the shot had secreted himself close l>y 
the roadside. 
The next day I gava Mr. 
Lincoln his hat and called his attention 
to the bullet-hole. 
He remarked un- 
concernedly that it was put there by 
some foolish gunner and was not in- 
tended 
for him. 
He 
said, however, 
that he wanted the matter kept quiet, 
and admonished us to say nothing about 
it. 
Wo felt confident that it was an at- 
tempt to kill him, and a well nigh suc- 
cessful one, too. 
The affair was, of 
course, kejit quiet in compliance with 
the 
President's 
request. 
After 
that 
the President never r o d e 
a l o n e . "

From 
Slivnitza 
to 
Sofia is thirty 
kilometers, with good roads all the Avay, 
says a correspondent 
of the 
London 
Times, 
writing from 
Bulgaria. 
The 
cathedral and parliament house, with 
the white villas of 
the new European 
quarter, which stands on high ground, 
are •visible an hour before the capitol 
is reached. 
There 
is 
scarcely 
any 
traflSc on the road. 
Once in ten miles 
we may meet 
a droschky 
drawn 
by 
four 
horses, 
harnessed 
abreast, 
and 
with jingling bells, and tAvice as often 
a rickety carriage 
that 
looks 
like a 
palanquin on wheels, and contains four 
pa^engers, who haA'e to sit with 
their 
heads bent because 
their 
hats Avould 
otherwise touch the ceiling. 
No dwell- 
ing above the rank of cottage is to 
be 
seen in any direction, for the land law 
makes it impossible that a squierarchy 
should grow up, and the country has 
not yet any rich 
merchants 
who 
can 
build rustic summer 
residences, 
with 
parks and gardens. 
Yet in this 
land, 
so unlike England except in its green 
beauty, incongruous reminiscences 
of 
Henley regattas and lord's ground are 
brought up every moment by the holi- 
day dress of the jieasantry, which at a 
short distance looks like 
that 
of our 
cricketers and oarsmen. 
The men Avear 
trousers of 
Avhite chalak 
or 
Avoolen 
homespun, 
red 
sashes, 
Oxford 
blue 
jackets, and scarlet skull caps. A grou^i 
of them on a grass plat makes cme look 
around for the familiar tent, the I'iekets, 
and the riA-al eleven fielding out. 
The 
Avomen have a graceful head drapery of 
Turkish 
laAvn, 
and 
their dresses are 
profusely embroidered with that beauti- 
ful croAvel Avork of silk or 
A V O O I Avhich 
the Turkish Avonuui used to make, 
but 
v>hi'ch is made no longer since they left 
the laud. 
These embroderies are still 
to be lionght fairly cheap, but iu a I'evv- 
j-ears ih- railways 
Avill liaA'c 
carried 
them oil" to tho Avest. 
Already Bulgar- 
ian women are beginuinii to understand 
their value and are i)ntiing thiim away 
for sale, along witli tlio Turkey carpets, 
mats, and rich bed counterpanes Avhieh 
make the interior of so luany Bulgarian 
cottfcges c(»ntrast marvelously Avith the 
outside. 
It is (piito a common thing to 
find in these hovels, grimy Avith smoke 
and infested Avith vermin, hangingsand 
dresses 
Avliieh 
could 
be 
sold 
for a 
guinea tho sijuare foot iu Begent street, 
and tho color of this stuff is so iine, the 
material so imi-e, and the work so good 
and firm that a little cleaning Avill make 
a 
5U-year-old 
enibroidery 
look 
like 
nev,'. 
Alas, sonu; apostles of civiliza- 
tion in tho form 
of 
Cierman 
bagmen 
have latterly taught the I'.ulgariau wo- 
men tliat tht-y can mix a little cotton 
with

materials for their dyes, so that 
even 
tho comfortable v. hite and Iduo chalaks, 
Avhieh Avere v. arm in Avinter and light in

]Mexican Central lioad is 
smooth 
and 
good, excei^t 
that tho sand ballasting 
makes it occasionally dusty; but noth- 
ing AA'hatever is to be said in fa\-or of 
the 
fare at 
the 
stations. 
The first 
decently serA*ed meal found Avas that at 
Aguas Calientes, and tiiat Avas Mexican. 
The line does not run through a single 
town—all lie a mile and a half to one 
side, and are 
reached 
by 
horse-cars. 
Whether the people objected to having 
the railway near, or Avhether the com- 
pany building it thought it more profit- 
able to run street-cars to toAvn, I do not 
kuow.

DECORATION SERMON 


'<My Country, T i s of Thee, Sweet Land 


Liberty. ' 


BROOKI.TN, May 22.—As this is the 
time for the decoration of the graves ol 
those who fell in war, the naval posts in- 
vited the Kev. Dr. Talmage, D. D., to 
preach a sermon at the Brooklyn Taber- 
nacle appropriate to the occasion, as often 
in the annnal commemoration but little had 
been said of those who served in the navy. 
An Atodrican flag adorned the pulpit, and 
the congregation sang with great spirit: 


My conntry, 'tis of thee, 
Sweet land of liberty. 


Dr. Talmage's text was from James iii. 
á—-Behold also the ships." He said: 


If 
this exclamation 
was appropriate 
tòont 1860 years ago, when it was written 
concerning the crude fishing smacks thai 
sailed Lake Galilee, how much more ap- 
propriate in an age which has launched 
from the dry docks for purposes of peace 
the Arizona, of the Gnion Line; the City 
of Bichmond, of the Inman Line; the 
Egypt, of the National Line; the Ger- 
manic, of the White Star Line; the Circas- 
Bia, of the Anchor Line; the Etmria, of 
the Cnnard Line, and the Great Eastern, 
with hull 680 feet long—^not a failure, foi 
it helped lay the Atlantic Cable, and thai 
was enough glory for one ship's existence 
—and in an age which lor purposes of wai 
has launched the screw sloops like th« 
Idaho, the Shenandoah, the Ossipee, and 
our ironclads like the Kalamazoo, the 
Koanoke, and the Dunderberg, and those 
which have already been buried in the deep 
like the Monitor, the Housatonic, the 
Weehawken, and the Tecumseh, the tem- 
pests ever since sounding a volley ovei 
their watery sepulchers, and the scawed 
veterans of war shipping like the Constitu- 
tion, or the Alliance, or the Constellation 
that have swung into the naval yards to 
spend their last days, their decks now all 
silent of the feet that trod them, their rig- 
ging all silent of the hands that clung to 
them, their port holes silent of the brazen 
throats that once thundered out of them. 
If in the first century, when war vessels 
were dependent on the oars that paddled 
at the side of them for propulsion, my text 
was suggestive, with how much more em- 
phasis, and meaning, and overwhelming 
reminiscence we can cry out, as we see the 
Kearsage lay across the bows of the Ala- 
bama and sink it, teaching foreign nations 
they had better keep their hands off otu 
American fight, or as we see the ram Albe- 
marle, of the Confederates, running out 
and in the Roanoke, and up and down the 
coast, throwing everything into confusion 
as no other craft ever did, pursued by the 
Miami, the Ceres, the Southfield, the Sas- 
sacus, the Mattabesett, the Whitehead, the 
Commodore Hull, 
the 
Louisiana, the 
Minnesota, and other armed vessels, all 
trying in vain to catch her until Capt, 
Gushing, 21 years of age,and his men 
blew her up, himself and only one othei 
escaping, and as I see the flagship Hart- 
ford, and the Eichmond, and the Monon« 
gahela, with other gunboats, sweep pas' 
the batteries of Port Hudson, and tht 
Mississippi flows forever free to all north- 
em and southern craft, I cry out with pa- 
triotic emotion that I cannot suppress, if 1 
would, and would not if I could: 
"Behold 
also the ships. " 


At the annual decoration of graves north 
and south among Federals and Confeder- 
ates full justice has been done to the 
memory of those who fought on the land 
in oar sad contest, and not enough has 
been said of those who on ship's deci 
dared and suffered nil things. 
Lord God 
of the rivers and the sea, help me in thi» 
sermon! 
So, ye admirals, commodores, 
commanders, 
captains, 
pilots, gunners, 
boatswains, sailmakers, surgeons, stokers, 
messmates, and seamen of all names, tc 
use your own parlance, we might as well 
get under way and stand out toward sea. 
Let all land lubbers go ashore. Full speed 
now! Fonr bells! 


Never since the sea fight of Lex>anto, 
where 300 royal galleys, manned by 50,00C 
warriors, at sunrise, .Sept. 6, 1571, met 25C 
royal galleys, manned by 120,000 men, and 
in the four hours of battle 8,000 fell on one 
side and 25,000 on the other; yea, nevei 
since the day when at Actium, thirty-on« 
years before Christ, Augustus, with 26( 
ships, scattered the 220 ships of Marl 
Antony and gained universal dominion at 
the prize; yea^ since the day when a< 
Salamis the 12,000 galleys of the Persians, 
manned by 500,000 men," were crushed b] 
Greeks with less than a third of that force; 
yea, never since the time of Noah, the first 
ship captain, has the world seen such £ 
miraculous creation as that of the Ameri- 
can navy in 18G1. There were about 20( 
available seamen in all the naval stationi 
and receiving ships, and here and there ar 
old vessel. Yet orders were given to block- 
ade 3,500 miles of seacoast, greater thar 
the whole coast of Europe, and, besidt 
that, the Ohio, Tennessee, Cumberland 
Mississippi and other great rivers, cover- 
ing an extent of 2,000 more miles, were t< 
be patrolled. No wonder the whole civil- 
ized world burst into gnffaw of laughter ai 
the seeming impossibility. 
But the worl 
was done, done almost immediately, done 
thoroughly, and done with a speed anc 
consummate skill that eclipsed all the his- 
tory of naval architecture. 
What brillian- 
achievements are suggested by the men 
mention of the names of the rear admirals 
If all they did should be written, everyone, 
I suppose that the world itself could not con« 
tain tbe books that should be written. Bui 
these names have received the honors due. 
The most of them went to their graves un- 
der the cannonade of all the forts, nav3 
yards and men-of-war, the flags of all th< 
shipping and capitals at half mast. 


But I recite to-day the deeds of ou: 
naval heroes who have not yet received ap- 
propriate recognition. 
"Behold also th< 
ships." As we will never know what oui 
national prosperity is worth until we realize 
what it cost, I recall the unrecited fad 
that the men of the navy ran especial risks 
Th«y had not only the human weaponry t< 
contend with, but the tides, the fog,'lh« 
storm. 
Not like other ships could they rur 
into harbor at the approach of an equinox 
or a cyclone, or a hurricane, because tht 
harbors were hostile. 
A miscalculation ol 
a tide might bring them on a bar, and a fo| 
might overthrow all the plans of wises' 
commodore 
and admiral, and accident 
might leave them, not on the land readj 
for an ambulance, but at the bottom of th« 
sea, as when the torpedo blew up the Te- 
cumseh, in Mobile Bay, and nearly all or 
board perished. 
They were at the mercj 
of the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, whicl 
have no mercy. 
Such tempests as hav( 
wrecked the Spanish armada might anj 
day swoop upon the squadron. 
No hiding 
behind the earthworks. 
No digging in ol 
cavalry spurs at the sound of retreat. 
Mightier than all the fortresses on all tbe 
coasts is the ocean when it bombards t 
flotilla. 
In the cemeteries for Federal and 
Confederate dead are the bodies of most ol 
those who fell on the land. But wher< 
those are who went down in the warvesseh 
will not be known until the sea gives up iti 
dead. 
The Jack tars knew that while lov- 
ing arms might carry the men who fell or 
the land and bury them with solemn lit. 
urgy and the honors of war, for the bodief 
of those who dropped from the ratlines int< 
the sea or went down with all on board 
nnder the stroke of a gunboat there re- 
mained the shark and the whale and th( 
endless tossing of the sea which cannoi 
rest. 
How will you find their graves foi 
this national decoration? Nothing but thf 
archangel's trumpet shall reach their I0WI3 
bed. 
A few of tbem have been gatherec 
into naval cemeteries ©£ the land and yoc 
will garland the sod that covers tbem, bui 
who will put flowers on the fallen crew oJ 
the exploded Westfield and Shawsheen, 
and the sunken Southfield and the Win- 
field Scott? Ballets threatening in front) 
bombs threatening from above, torpedoei 
fiizeatening from beneath and theoeear 
vitfa iii reptitittoii «f 6,000 y e a n j ^ tibip* 
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going out througli Ihel7aiii 
in new rig singing: 


• war ^sseX 
rows, sailors 


A life on the ocean wave. 
A home on the rolling: deep I 
fjie colors gracefully dipping to passin] 
ships, ttie decks immaculately clean, ani 
tlie guns at Quarantine firing a partins 
salute. But the poetry is all gone out 01 
that ship as it comes out of that engage- 
ment, its decks red with human blood 
wheelhonse gone, the cabins a pile ol 
lAiattered mirrors and destroyed fumittire 
steering wheel broken,8mokestack crushed, 
ft hnndred-ponnd ^^itworth rifle she^ 
^ving left its mark from port to star- 
board, the shrouds rent away, ladden 
iplintered, and decks plowed np, and 
•moke-blackened and scalded corpses lyini 
among those who are gasping their last 
gasp far away from home and kindred, 
whom they love as much as we love wife 
and parents and children. Not waiting un- 
til you are dead to pat upon your graves a 
wreath of recognition, this hour we put on 
your living brow the garland of a nation's 
praise. 


O, men of the "Western Gulf squadron, 
of the Eastern Gulf squadron, of the 
South Atlantic squadron, of the North At- 
lantic squadron, of the Mississippi squad- 
ron, of the Pacific squadron, of the West 
India squadron, and of the Potomac flo- 
tilla, hear our thanks! 
Take the benedic- 
tion of our churches- 
Accept the hospi- 
talities of the nation. If we had onr way 
we would get yon not only a pension, but a 
home and a princely wardrobe, and an 
equipage and a banquet while you live, 
and after your departure a catafalque and 
a mausoleum of sculptured marble, with a 
model of the ship in which you won the 
day. It is considered a gallant thing when 
in a naval fight the flagship with its blue 
ensign goes ahead up a river or into a bay, 
its admiral standing in the shrouds watch- 
ing and giving orders. 
But I have to tell 
fou, O veterans of the American navy! 
if you are as loyal to Christ as you were to 
the Government there is a flagship sailing 
ahead of you of which jChrist is the ad- 
miral, and he watches from the shrouds, 
and the heavens are the blue ensign, and 
he leads you towards the harbor, and all 
the broadsides of earth and hell cannot 
damage you, and ye, whose garments were 
Dnce red with your own blood, shall have a 
robe washed and made white in the blood 
Df the Lamb. 
Then strike eight bells! 
Qig^noon i© heaven! 


"Wits such anticipation, O veterans of 
the American navy! I charge you bear up 
ander the aches and weaknesses that you 
itill carry from the war times. 
Yon are not 
as stalwart as you would have been but for 
that nervous strain and for that terrific ex- 
posure. Let every ache and pain, instead 
Bf depressing, remind you of your fidelity. 
The sinking of the Weehawken off Morris 
Island, Dec. 6, 18G3, was a mystery. 
She 
(vas not under fire. The sea was not rough. 
But Admiral Dahlgren from the deck of the 
Sag steamer Philadelphia saw her gradually 
sinking, and finally Fhe struck the ground, 
but the flac still floated above the wave in 
the sight of the shipping. 
It was after- 
wards found that she sank from weakness 
ihrough injuries in previous service. 
Her 
plate had been knocked loose in previous 
iimes. 
So you have, in nerve and muscle 
and bone and dimmed eyesight and diflScult 
hearing and shortness of breath, many in- 
timations that you are gradually going 
Sown. It is the service of twenty-three 
pears ago that is telling on you. 
Be of 
good cheer. 
We owe you just as much as 
though your life-blood had gurgled through 
Ihe scuppers of the ship in the Red River 
expedition or as though you had gone down 
with the Melville off Hatteras. 
Only keep 
four flag flying as did Weehawken. 


Good cheer, my boys! The memory of 
man is poor, and all that talk about the 
country never forgetting those who fought 
for it is an untruth. 
It does forget. 
Wit- 
ness how the veteran sometimes had to turn 
the hand-organs on the street to get their 
families a living. 
Witness how ruthlessly 
some of them have been turned out of 
office that some bloat of a politician might 
take their place. 
Witness the fact that 
there is not a man or woman now under 30 
years of age who has any full appreciation 
Df the four years' martyrdom of 1861 
to 1865 
inclusive. But while men may forget, God 
never forgets. 
He remembers the swim- 
Daing hammock. 
He remembers the fore- 
castle* 
He remembers the frozen ropss of 
that January tempest. 
He remembers the 
amputation without sufficient ether. 
He 
remembers the horrors of that deafening 
night when forts from both sides belched 
on you their fuiy and the heavens glowed 
with the ascending and descending missiles 
of death, and your ship quaked under the 
recoil of the lOO-pounder, while all the 
gunners, according to command, stood on 
tiptoe, with mouth wide open, lest the con- 
cussion shatter hearing or brain. 
He re- 
members it all better than you remember 
it, and in some shape reward will be given. 
God is the best of all paymasters, and for 
those who do their whole duty to Him and 
the world the pension awarded is an ever- 
lasting heaven. 


Sometimes off the coast of England the 
royal family have inspected the British 
navy, maneuvered before them for that 
purpose. In the Baltic sea the Czar and 
Czarina have reviewed the Russian navy. 
To bring before the American people the 
debt they owe to the navy I go out with 
you on the Atlantic Ocean, where there is 
plenty of room, and in imagination review 
the war shipping of our three great conflicts, 
177G, 1812, and 1875, 
Swing into line, all 
ye frigates, ironclads, fire-raft^, gunboats, 
and men-of-war! 
There they come, all 
sail set and all furnaces in full blast, 
sheaves of crystal tossing from their cut- 
ting prows. 
That is the Delaware, an old 
revolutionary craft, commanded by Com- 
modore Decatur. 
Yonder goes the Con- 
stitution, Commodore Hull commanding. 
There is the Chesapeake, commanded by 
Capt. Lawrence, whose dying words were 
"Don't give up the ship;" and the Niagara, 
of 1812, commanded by Commodore Perry, 
who wrote on the back of an old letter, 
resting on his navy cap: "We have met 
the enemy and they are ours." Yonder is 
the flagship Wabash, Admiral Dupont com- 
manding; yonder, the flagship Minnesota, 
Admiral Goldsborough commanding; yon- 
der, the flagship Philadelphia, Admiral 
Dahlgren commanding; yonder, the flag- 
ship San Jacinto, Admiral Bailey com- 
manding; yonder, the flagship Black Hawk, 
Admiral Porter commanding; yonder, the 
flag steamer Benton, Admiral Foote com- 
manding; yonder, the flagship Hartford, 
David Glascoe Farragut commanding. And 
now all the squadrons of all departments, 
from smallest tugboat to mightiest man-of- 
war, are in procession, decks and rigging 
filled with the men who fought on the sea 
for the old flag ever since we were a nation. 
Grandest fleet the world ever saw. 
Sail on 
before all ages! Run up all the colors! 
Ring the bells! Yea, open all the port 
holes! Unlimberthe guns and load and 
tire one great broadside that shall shake 
the continents in honor of peace and the 
eternity of the American union! 


But I lift my hand, and the scene has 
vanished. Many of the ships have dropped 
under the crystal pavement of the deep, 
sea monsters swimming in and out the 
forsaken cabin, and other old craft have 
swung into the navy yards, and many of 
the brave spirits who trod their decks had 
gone up to the Eternal fortress, from 
whose casements and embrasures may we 
not hope they look down to-day with joy 
upon a nation in reunited brotherhood? 


At this annual commemoration I bethink 
that most of you who were in the naval 
service dnring eur late war are now in the 
afternoon or evening of life. 
With some 
of you it is 2 d'clock, 3 o'clock, 4 o'clock, 
6 o'clock, and it will soon be sundown. 


If you were of age when the war broke 
out you are now at least 48. Many of you 
have passed into the sixties and the seven- 
ties; therefore, it is appropriate that I hold 
two great.lights for your illumination—the - 
example of Christian admirals consecrated 
to Christ and their country—Admiral Foote 
and Admiral Farragut. 


Had the Christian religion been • oow« 
ardly thing they would have had nothing 
to do with it. In its f aitli ibey llTed and 
died. In oar Brooklyn Yiatfjud Admiral

According to his own statement, Farra- 
gut was very loose in his morals in early 
manhood, and practiced all kinds of sin. 
One day he was called into the cabin of 
his father, who was a shipmaster. 
His 
father said: 
"David, what are you going 
to be, anyhow?" He answered: "lam going 
to follow the sea." "Follow the sea," said 
the father, "and be kicked about the world 
and die in a foreign hospital?" 
"No,"said 
David; "I am going to command, like you." 
"No," said the father; "a boy of your habits 
will never command anything," and his 
father burst into tears and left the cabin. 
From that day David Farragnt started on a 
new life. 
Capt. Pennington, an honored 
elder of this church, was with him In most 
of his battles and had his intimate friend- 
ship, and he confirms,what I had heard else- 
where, that Farragut was good and a 
Christian. In every great crisis cf life he 
asked and obtained the divine direction. 
When in Mobile Bay the monitor Tecum- 
seh sank from a torpedo and the great war

Cheerful to the end, he said on board the 
Tallapoosa in the last voyage he ever took: 
"It would be well if I died now in harness." 
The sublime Episcopal eervice for the dead 
was never more appropriately read than 
over his casket, and well did all the f01 ts 
in New York harbor thunder as his body 
was brought to our wharf, and well did the 
minute guns sound and the bells toll as in 
a procession having in its ranks the Presi- 
dent of the United States &nd his cabinet, 
and the mighty men of land and sea, the 
old Admiral was carried amid hundreds of 
thousands of uncovered heads on Broad- 
way and laid on his pillow of dust in beau- 
tiful Woodlawn, Sept. 40, amid the pomp 
of our autumnal forests. 


Y'e veterans who sailed and fought under 
him, take your Admiral's God and Christ 
for your God and Christ. 
After a few 
more conflicts you too will rest. 
For the 
few remaining fights with sin, and death, 
and hell make ready. 
Strip your vessel 
for the fray; hang the sheet chains over the 
side. 
Send down the topgallant masts. 
Barricade the wheel. Rig in the flying jib 
boom. 
Steer straight for the shining shore, 
and hear the shout of the great Commander 
of earth and heaven as he cries from the 
shrouds: 
"To him that overcometh, will I 
give to eat of the tree of life which is in 
tiie midst of the paradise of God."

Many good anecdotes are told by Vir- 
ginian a about Henry A. Wise, a very 
positive man in his way, who never 
hesitated to express his opinio us with 
all the force of his ever-abundant en- 
ergy. 
H e v'as a great lover of horses, 
and he alwa3^s interfered when he saw 
an animal being maltreated. 
One day 
he was riding horseback in Virginia. 
He wore a showy pair of yellow leg- 
gins. 
The roads were bad, and pres- 
ently he came across a four-liorse team 
stalled in the mud. 
The driver, a big 
fellow, with the strength of an ox, in- 
stead of throwing off some of the load 
and lightening the wagon, was merci- 
lessly belaboring the horses with «a big 
whip. 
\S ise stood it as long as he 
could, but his pity for the poor beasts 
was too great, and he exclaimed: "Why 
in 
don't you throw off some of that 


wood? 
Any blankety blank fool ought 
to see that those horses can't pull such 
a load out of that mud." And for 
about two minutes Mr. Wise poured 
upon the teamster a torrent of male- 
dictions. 
The teamster never 
flinched. 
He waited until the Congressman was 
through, and then, turning his head 
with a sidewise, contemptuous glance, 
he snarled: 
"Look here, Mister Yaller 
Logs, I know my business, and if you 
don't git along from here purty durned 
quick, I'll haul you off that horse and 
stick you head fo'niost in that yere 
mud so fur down that you won't 
have 
room to kick, much less to holler." 
The teamster was large and strong, and 
he meant 
fight. Mr. Wise saw all this, 
and he very discreetly passed on. 


The home and birthplace of Wise 
was the eastern shore of Virginia. His 
old residence is the most consj)icuous 
building 
along the Onancock Kiver. 
The 
river 
makes a horseshoe 
bend 
around an elevated piece of ground sev- 
eral acres in extent, and on this land 
the house is situated. 
I t is a stiff-look- 
ing building of brick fronted by a grove 
of noble oaks, and flanked by a number 
of sharp-roofed 
outhouses 
that 
look 
like exaggerated chicken cooj^s. The 
name of the place is "Only." 
T h e na- 
tives explain the derivation of this 
name in a curious way. 
They say that 
whenever Wise was booked for a big 
speech he always rehearsed it over and 
over again out in the grove at a time 
when evei'ybody else was in bed. His 
strong, resonant voice rang out clearly 
in the night air, and some of the super- 
stitious colored people got the idea 
that the grove was "haiinted." 
They 
clung to this lielief until tliey found 
that the noise proceeded from the ora- 
tor's rehearsals. 
]Mr. Wise gi'eatly en- 
joyed his life in his quiet home, and 
was miich attached to his neighbors. 
It was in the same section of country 
that John Custis, connected by marriage 
with the Washington family, passed 
his last days, and left the following 
uni jue inscription on his grave: 


"L'nder this marble tomb lies the 
body of the Hon. John Ciistis, Ks of 
the city of AVilliam.sburg and parish 
of Burton, formerly of Hungar's parish, 
on the Eastern Shore of Virginia, and 
county of NorthamiJton, aged 71 years, 
and yet lived but 7 years, which was 
the sjjace of time he kept a bachelor 
hall at Arlington, on the Eastern Shore 
of Virginia." 


The lirst trouble between the Execu- 
tive and Congress was when a caucus 
of Federal Senators sent a delegation 
to 
President John Adams to remon- 
strate against the nomination by him 
of Mr. Murray to be Minister to l-'rance, 
and to threaten to reject it if the I'rosi- 
dent did not withdraw it. 


Senators U i n g h a m , liead, S e d g w i c k , 
E o s s , a n d S t o c k t o n were appointed as 
t h a t committee, and they directed their 
chairman t o address a respet tful note 
to t h e Pi'esident, exi)ro-sing a wish that 
he 
w o u l d i)ermit t h e m to wait 
iipon 
and converse w i t h h i m on t h e siibject 
of the nomination. 
An answer was im- 
mediately retnrneJ tliat the I'rcsident 
would be haj^py to recoivc the commit- 
tee at his house, as <j niUnnen, at seven 
o'clock that evening. 


At the appointed liour thecommittoo 
waited on the President, and were 
ushered into the reception-room. As 
they entered, IMr. Adams, met them at 
the 
door, sajdng, with some warmtli: 
"(lentlemen, I am glad to see you, as 
friends and members of the Senate, 
but as a committee, interfering, as I 
think you are, with my exncutive 
duties, i cannot consent to receive you, 
and I protest against all such interfer- 
ence. I have a duty to execute, and 
so have you. I know, and shall do 
mine, and want neither your oi)inion 
nor aid in its execution." 


Then, and not till then, did the 
President request his visitors to bo 
seated. 
Senator Bingham, 
Cliairman 
of t h e committee, said "that they had 
not the slightest idea of interfering 
with the President's otiicial powers or 
duties, but that it was out of i)ure re- 
gard and respect for them that the in- 
terview had been I'ctjuested; that a 
difference of opinion between the Pres- 
ident and the Senate upon such a meas- 
ure 
would be lamented by all the 
friends of liis administration, and it 
was only to avoid this that the commit- 
tee had requested the interview." 


As this was an intimation that the 
nomination 
would be rejected, the 
President manifested the bad temijer 
of his family, and said: 
"^Vell, then, 
gentlemen, if you are determined to in- 
terfere in dii>lomatic aflairs, reject Mr. 
Murray; you have the power to do 
this, and yoii may do it, but it is uyjon 
your own responsibility." 
Some warm 
words followed. 
When the committee 
left, some were offended, whilo others 
laughed at the passion Mr. Adams had 
put himself in for their attempting to 
advise him. A compromise finally healed 
the breach.

him behind the scenes, ho was vocifer- 
ously called for, and after a parley it 
was agseed that he should tinish the 
play. On he went again, and again 
the 
manager's 
fears 
were 
intense. 
"Finish it as quick as you can," said 
he in a whisper from the wing. On 
which Sir Edward walked forward and 
said: "Ladies and gentlemen, I have 
been requested by the manager to fin- 
ish this as quickly as possible, and so 
I'll finish it once—here, Wilford, catch 
me!" saying wkich, and throwing him- 
self into hie arms, he "did the dying 
scene," and the cnrtoin viria rung down 
amid roars of langhter. At Pittabnrg, 
<me eTening, Mr. Forrest was abont to 
^U^ Moutwrufuh when Mi, Booth 


came in, and said he was going sup- 
port him by playing the Indian chief. 
Antenino, for which part he dressed 
and made up, when, instead of going 
on the stage, he walked out and took 
the cars as he was. 


In New York he was arrested, much 
in the same condition, and, as he re- 
fiised to give any other name than that 
of Lucius Junius Brutus, he was sent 
by Justice Wymans to the old Bride- 
well. 
I n the course of the day Simp- 
sou and Price, the managers, came in 
search, stating that he had suddenly 
left the theater the night before. T h e 
Justice, on discovering who lie was, 
sent an order for his release from du- 
rance vile, and in the afternoon a cart- 
load of provisions of various sorts, with 
fruit, wine, etc., was delivered, to- 
gether with a letter from Junius, to the 
gentlemen inmates, with whom he h a d 
the honor of spending a few hours in 
morning. 


H e once played Orencko with bare 
feet, insisting that it was absurd to p u t 
shoes on a slave. 
B u t the most extra- 
ordinary freak, perhaps, was his per- 
formance of Richard I I I . on horse- 
back, which he did at the circus, in the 
York road, Philadelphia. 
Many sim- 
ilar stories are told of him, many of 
which are doubtless exaggerated, b u t 
the above freaks are undoubtedly cor- 
rectly stated.

The Power of a Mother*.s Appeal in Behalf 
of H«r Erring Son. 


Here is a truthful jepresentation of 
a California arrest, trial, conviction, 
appeal, and reversal of verdict, or rath- 
er verdict set aside.

tîAPITAL F U N I S H M E i n V

The fact that so many condemned an- 
archists are lying in the C. hica o jail undei 
the sentence of death must have a tendency ' 
to direct the public mind to a new study of i 
the old question ot'punishment by haniçing. j 
Not that there is much, if anythinj; that ia : 
really new, to be snid ur^on a subject that ; 
has so loug been discus-red. but to weigh ; 
again the roassns or arguments that have 
been urged on both sides of the old debat 


The question 
ether the death penalty 
for crime shall bo by strangulation, or be- 
heading, or shootiug, or by lust what means 
the life of the criminal shall be di stroyed, 
may Le one of sentiment, or of conveni- 
ence, or of expense, or of moral effect by 
reason of the Battering or the ignominy 
attending the manner of the execution. 
But it does not properly euter into the real 
question of the ri^ht, or the duty, or tbe 
expediency of the death penally, in itself 
considered. If the object of society be to 
inHict pain, hanging may or may not be 
the best method, for it is sometimes at- 
tended with but little suffering, as when 
the neck of the vic;im is broken by the 
fall; but when this is not the case, and 
death occurs from suffocation, the agony 
is prolonged. If the taking of life is the 
end sought, certainly a less painful method 
might bo found by blood-letting, or shoot- 
ing, or by some electrical appliance, or even 
by placing a fe^ir drops of hydrocianic acid 
iij>on the tongue, or by tlie use of some 
painless aniesthetio. 


If tbe object be to attach the greatest i 
amount of disgrace to the manner of the ! 
taking oft", hanging will best secure that re- 
sult; for death on the gallows is of all 
deaths considered the most 
disgraceful. 
And if the object be to produce the most 
powerful deterrent effect upon the living, 
as a means of preventing murder, then 
lúe agony, and the ignominy of the gal- 
lows, should b9 well adapted to that end. 
But in that case, it would seem, that the 
execution should be public, that as many I 
as possible might have the advantage oí | 
witnessing it; and the fall should be such j 
as to insure death by the slower process of i 
strangulation. 
! 


The tendency, however, seems in the ; 
opposite 
d-rection. 
Instead of standing 
out in some public place as a ghastly warn- ; 
ing, the gallows is kept 
concealed; and 
when brought out for use, it is erected i 
within the walls of tbe jail, and only a few 
are permitted to be present on the day of ; 
the execution, and the greatest pains are 
taken that death may be as nearly instan- 
taneous as possible. 
And all this seems ' 
to be a giviug up of the old arguments in 
favor of iianuing, based upon the dread of ' 
the prolongeil agony and the deteiring ef- 
fects u] on the l!\ing. 
And in so far. is 
an argument in favor of some other 
Ktill 
li'-s nni»lic and painful way of ending the 
life of thoi^e who are adjudged by society 
as unlit to live. 


But the real qJiestion is not the manner 
of taking life, but whether it should be 
taken at all. And this does not raise the 
(luestion of tho right' or duty of society to ' 
enforce law, and to protect the lives ami 
interests of the people. 
Self-protection is 
a natural, r.nd hence a conceded, right. It 
is the right of the individual to protect his 
own life and that of his faiuily, and this 
right is yielded to society on the groimd 
that it is safer and better for the laws of a 
community to exercise it than to leave it in 
the hands of individuals. 
But still in the 
emergencies of sudden attacks, as highway , 
robberies, or burglarie.s, when the law can 
not act, thelaw justifies self-protection. And . 
it would hardly be questioned that any one ; 
should save his own life from violence, 
even if in doing so he had to take the life 1 
of his assailant. 


But if a weak and tinarmed man should 
attack one of great strength, and be easily ^ 
overpowered and bound, the strong man 
would not then be justiñable in killing the • 
one v.ho was rendered powerless to commit 
any further injury. The object of the indi- 
vidual, and of society, is to prevent crime; 
and for this })ur])ose, power is put forth. ' 
< )r, supi)ose one man kills another, and 1 
the assassin is arre>te.l. It is then too late 
to prcveut the deed which has already been , 
counnittml. 
Tho dead can not be brought 
to life, and tbe only liuestion U what pun- 
ishment should be intlicted upon the mur- 
derer. 


Hut this f/f.ves rise to other <|iiostions. 
Shall the 1-asv retal iute by taking life for 
lile.-' 
Ami how shall the Ía".v bi'St iiroiect 
ihe lives of otiiers-' And what, if any, con- 
sideration ]i!i-i the murderer a r.ixht to ex- 
pect from the law he ha? •\-iolat-.-<lV The 
idea of rctaliaiion dees not scem to be a 
]'art of the law; or at least, not retaliation 
in kiîid. It is felt to bo just that wliea one 
hc.s uujustly caused 
others to suiVor, he 
should be made to sulVcr himself; but m 
case of maiming, as where ouo bites on 
tho ear or nos3 of anothor, tho law does not 
causo some one to bite olì' the oilendc-r's 
ears or nose; but afìixes some other fcrm of 
penalty; and, on the ground that it cannot 
make good tho loss of tho oue injured, but 
it may by compelling the payjiient of 
money, make some restitution, and by im- 
f>risoiinu'nt raay i)revent similar outrages 
upon others. 


And on this ground one can hardly argue 
the taking of life for life: and hence tho 
groimd and jusíiñcaíion of the penalties 
that society ju'escrilios and inllicts through 
its laws is the protection of its memijors. 
This loavos open the cuestión as to the best 
means of securing such an end. 
And, of 
course, if the murderer be hanged, or in 
any way killed, so far as he is concerned, 
society is safe. 
But it may be well worth 
v.hile 
to 
ask 
whether 
the 
same 
end 
might not be secured iu some 
other way. Imprisonment for life would 
restrain the murderer 
from 
committing 
further deeds of violence, and at the same 
time it might make possible some com- 
pensation to the families or relatives of the 
murdered ones. 
A man at thirty should 
have near that manj- more years of hard 
work before him; these are lost to society 
when at that ago one i.s killed; and now if 
society kill the killer, another thirty years 
of work is lost. 
And would it not be a 
wiser use of such a one to make him work 
for those whose support his violence has 
taken away? 


A number of States have abolished the 
death penalty; and yet human life i^, just 
as seciu'e in Michigan, and ^Vifconsin. and 
lihode Island without tiie gallows, as it is 
in Illinojs, or Mississippi, or Virginia with 
it. 
Under the old Jewish laws, and the 
lioman laws, and even in Imgland, a few 
huudred years ago, the peualty of death 
w;is afiixed to many crimes b'esides that 
of shedding blood; but the tendency has 
been steadily in the one direction of loss- 
pning capital ])riuishmeut, and, w here it has 
been enforced, to remove it more and more 
from thi.' )>ublic ga/e: and it may be that 
the time is not far distant when in all the 
States it will give placo to iniprisoninont 
for 
life. 
Such 
a change 
would at 
least 
prevent 
the

a n d

Talk About Tobacco. 


I t has froquently puzzled tne observ- 
er, as it undoubtedly has many others, 
to account for the high price of im- 
ported wares which in the respective 
countries of their birth aro quoted very 
low. 
Being possessed of a Persian 
water-pipe—the gift of a friend—tho 
writer stepped tho other day into a 
large Broadway establishment, a veri- 
table paradise for the connoisseur in 
weeds, and inquired the price of a 
pound of I'ersian tobacco. H e was 
dumfounded when he was told that it 
cost 
fivo 
good 
American 
dollars a 
pound. I t was exactly the same varie- 
ty, the Shiraz brand, which in Persia 
sells for 20 cents a pound. 
Thus esL- 
actly twenty-five times a s m u c h i s d e - 
manded here for it. 
T h e explanation, 
however, was quite simple, 
l- irst, the 
long, perilous and exj ensive caravan 
transport through 
Persia to irebi- 
zonde, on the Black Sea. That en- 
hances the price so that in Constanti- 
nople already the same tobacco cost 8 
Turkish francs a pound (or eight times 
as much as in Persia). Add the profits of 
half a dozen middlemen, the cost of 
two long ocean journeys more and the 
duties here and elsewhere, and one has 
easily the net result, viz., $5 a pound. 
Very much tho same reasons prevail in 
other article» aellini? here at enormous 
prices, which at home go for next to 
nothing, such as Sumatra tobacco, for 
instance, of which the writer 
remem- 
bers buying for about 1 cent his sailor 
cap heaped full when sailing the Indian 
Ocean blue as a boy. 


The above remarks do not, however, 
apply to Turkish tobacco. 
That, in 
point of fa-it, sells nearly as high in 
Constantinople as in New York. No 
decent Turkish tobacco can be pur- 
chased in the city of the Sultans for 
less than:$1.50 of our money ijer pound.. 
The finer brands of Turkish tobacco 
are exceedingly difficult to obtain there, 
even, and some of the choicest Turkish 
tobacco can be had in New Yerk with- 
out any trouble whatever, and at a 
relatively low pri^'e, while on the Bos- 
phorus it is only the foreign diploma- 
tist and the high Turkish oHicial who 
can obtain it at all, outside of the Sul- i 
tan himself. 
And there is no better j 
tobacco to be had,even by the Padishah, j 
the successor of Mohammed and the i 
Caliphs, than wlial; may be bought in 
this city for $15 a pound in a shop 
where any "giaour," any unbelieving 
dog, may have it. Take 
cigarettes 
again. I n Constantinople the best . 
grade of cigarc'ttes which can be pub- 
licly bought cost aborit 
]ier lO'). 
These aro not iietter than may be liatl 
here for the sauit3 money or less. The 
liner grades aro not in the market at 
all. but must bo surreptitiously ob- 
tained in a roundabout way, and at a 
generous outlay, and even then it is a 
matter of favoritism when you get 
them. As for the lower 
grades of 
Turkish cigarrettes, they are abomina- 
ble. I t is the same with the tobacco 
for pipes. 
The Turks themselves, al- 
though a very patient race, 
complain 
^ of this bitterly, and in their narghilehs 
( or water pipes) they now universally 
; smoke Persian tobacco. 


The cause of it all is to be found in 
' the Turkish regie. 
This is a syndicate 
of capitalists, Anstrians and Greeks, 
who pay a large sum every year 
into 
' the Sultan's treasury for tlie privilege 
; of buying u p and selling 
exclusively 
the w!;ole tobacco 
crop of Turkey. 
Tiio i'raachise has been renewed less 
than a year ago, after a good deal of 
' haggling and intriguing. 
Tl;e compa- 
' ny must 
furnish, at a cost })rice, 
stated amount of tho finest native to- 
bareo to the Sultan, his court, the 
higher otVu ials and the foreign diplo- 
mats. 
T h e rest of Turkey has to 
smoke whatever the regie choose to sell 
them. — Xev: ."For/,- 
raphi'-.

; jneaning "warm bath." 
Tiie tiame of 
Carlsbad was given to it in honor of 
tho 
lunpcror Charles I \ ' . , who lirst 
brought it to a prominent ])osition as 
a curative agetit. 
C'onso iuently, it is 
only a myth that attributes tlie dis- 
covery of Carlsbad springs to the said 
Pmiieror, whilo out stag-hunting. 


The first 
written document 
about 
the great curative })Ower of the mineral 
water is a tine liatin ode: "In Thom- 
as Caroli IV.," by liolislaw, of Lob- 
kowit/., which must have been written 
not later than the year l.'tOi), as the 
1 ijoet dioil in that year.

Since Dr. Becher's 
examina- 
tion (now more than 100 years ago), 
the ])hysical and chemical 
properties 
of the mineral 
waters of t arlsbad 
have not cha.'-ged in tlie least. 


It is (|uite unnecessary to state liow

centuries sinee it iirst became 
known, 
attained its ¡¡resent appearance and

Vegetius and Frontinoa 
mention it as a general custom, especially 
among the Arabians. 
The snccess of some 
important expeditions, as of Thrasybulnfc 
and Timoleon, was attributed by popular 
superstition to to a divine 
light gaiding 
the leaders. 
To these well-known instances 
may be added two of incubar interest, <is 
the contemporaries of moses. 
In an in- 
scription of the ancient empire an llgyptian 
general is compared to ' a flame streaming in 
advance of an army.' 
Thus, too, in a well 
known papyrus, the commander of an expedi- 
tion is called ' a flame in the darkness at the 
head of his soldiers.' By this sira, then, of a 
pillar of cloud, the Lord showed himself aa 
their leader and general" 
(Speaker's Com.) 
As to the spiritual significance of this super- 
natural column, Kurtz deacribes it aa a *^illar 
of cloud and fire, which did not ascend from 
earth, but came down from heaven- In this 
he 
dwelt; 
it rose 
and fell 
accordine 
to circumstances; it sometimea spread itseu 
out, and at other 
times 
was closely 
condensed; at one time it went before the 
procession; at another it hung suspend-

A mysterious looking business man 
entered France Jt Merryman's office, at 
I>ecatar, last week and employed them 
as attorneys.

some 4,(X)0 acres of land in Blue Greek 
and Jefferson townships, Adams county, 
besides lands adjacent in and around 
Chattanooga, Ohio. 
He was very reti-

capitaL 
The gentleman himself, it is 
understood, is from Pittsburg, and it is 
whispered about that the Standard Oil 
company are behind the enterprise.

They were men who believed 
in 
domination of "groups" over law 
as firmly as Messrs. Spies and Parsona 
do, and they proceeded to assert that 
domination by the Spies and Parsona 
methods. They procured dujjes to blow 
up the works of a rival company, just as 
Spies and Parsons conspired with their 
dupes to destroy property and life. The 
"group" in whose success the Everesta 
took interest was formed of rich men, 
the "group" in whose success Spies and 
Parsons took interest was formed ol 
poor men. 
Before the law there are no 
rich, no poor, and so the Buffalo conspi- 
rators were convicted, even as were the 
Chicago anarchists. 
The Buffalo men 
do not call themselves anarchists, bui 
they conspired to destroy property.

portion, and, as lowered prices could 
uot greatly increase the demand where 
wants were already 
met, aa over- 


stocked trade was the inevitable result. 
Perhaps the failure was hastened 
or promoted in some degree 
by 


the extortionate 
freight 
rates re- 


cently established in plain opposi- 
tion to tbo letter 
and spirit of 


tho interstate ar.t, but there IB certainly 
nothing in that measure that by any 
reasonable interpretation could work 
injury to such a bnaineas aa the manu- 
facture of barbed wire, unless it might 
bo tho disallowance of outrageous re- 
bates. Barbod-wiro factories aro com- 
paratively few in number nnd located 
at points far apart. Under such cir- 
cumstances a fair application of tho 
short-haul rule could not possibly work 
injury to any one. Without tho ulight- 
est danger of losing either through or 
local traffic tho railroads could give 
low, living rates to barbed-wire fac- 
tories wherever located. So far as re- 
spects this particular industry it is in- 


coiild bo levied under any prntrnso of 
obeying the interstate ocfc, but accord- 
ing to those most interested oven 
freights of this class have suffered in 
tho general, systematic attempt to make 
tho now law odious.

Earthquakes in Massachusetts. 


It is to bo noted, however, that since 


tlio settlement of this New England 
iountry there have beon several shooks 
of an alarming nature, which have prin- 
•ipally affected tho State of Masnactut- 
SL'tts. That of 1727 and ne?eral fol- 
owing years was ono of tho most po- 
culiar disturbances which have ever 
jean rocorflfid. 
Tlio first movements 


of this long-continued series of shocks 
disturbed a tolerably large area; but in 
i short time tho shocks became oon- 
ineil to tho region near tho old town of 
S'owbury, Mass., where from 1727 to, 
.740 
each shock, though the motion 


was alight, was accompanied by loud 
md terrifying sounds proceeding from 
ho depths of tho earth. We have the 
;tory of this strange convulsion from 
he journal of tho Bev. Matthias Plant, 
ho pastor of tho Puritan church at 
Newbury. 
Although he viewed the 


natter rationally, many people be- 
ievod that tho tumult was caused by 
he devil at work in his nether realm. 
In 175&, almost coincidnntly with 


he great Lisbon earthquake, Control 
f«w England was visited by a disturb- 
ance of considerable violence, ono 
which, though r, single shock, was 
>robnbly nearly, if not quite, as vio- 
ont as any of tho several movements 
vhich have recently occurred in South 
Carolina. 
This disturbance, though 


not hurtful to life or limb, did n good 
leul of minor damage to the buildings 
af Bouton and vicinity; a good part ol 
ho chimneys wore overturned, and 
wherever a heavy weight was supported 
an n lull, frail base the eflecta were cou- 
idorable. .John Wmthrop, then pro- 
esfior of physics and astronomy, ono of 
ho few eminent American men of sci- 
.iiro of tho eighteenth century, states 
lint tho bricks from the chimney of his 
louao, in Cambridge, tho top of which 
vaa thirty-two foot from tho ground, 
wore thrown to n pniut thirty feet from 
ho bams of tho structure. If wo may 
rust thin observation, it ia clear that 
he shock, though not of great violence, 
vas of sufficient forcn to hring hnvoo 
o Tunny flimsy otructurea of the pros- 
nL day. Sinco 17r>D there has been no 
artliqnnko in this district which can bo 
crrnod menacing in itsviolouco, though 
nowjnontfl of slight importance have 
won mimorous.

HOME LIFE IN GERMANY. 


[Good Housekeeping.! 


B*er has worked its way iuto the cus 


tarns of the Germans in many ways. I 
is common for tho people to take their 
meals in the beer houaes, often whole 
families together, where they can Imvo 
their food as cheap as they can get it u 
home; so that public eating has almos 
superseded tho family table. Homo 
meals, where they are retained, are 
nothing like tho social rbeor they are 
in America, whore every man, how 
ever poor, sits with hia family around a 
common board. In Germany, each ono 
in tho morning drinks his coffee alone 
and whon it suits him to get up. Ho 
with supper, When not takuu ut the 
restaurant, it is oaten cheerlessly alone 
ae wo would a "piece," and consist 
commonly of a sandwich and a glass o 
beer. Dinner is a simple aflair, is 
servud in the family, and is ofteu taken 
by each ono alone. Boarding-houses 
iro almost unknown, tho beer houses 
laving driven them out of the grnai 
fiermtin empire. A stranger, if not at 
a hotul, takes a room with a private 
'aniily, whore his breakfast (or coffee, 
rather) is served in his room, while his 
other meals are taken nt thn paloon, 
where he can get hear with them. In 
tho hotels there are not commonly 
tables sot, but tho guest usually para 
'or his lodging only, and cat at tho rea- 
aurantfl, where he can also drink. 
In Berlin there uro over 6,000 rua- 


taurants, there being moro restaurant 
teopera than any other class, excepting 
•hoem.akers and tailors. The restau- 
rants nro of all kinds, some serving 
breakfast, some supper, und others fall 
meals. They are for all classes, too, 
some for tho moat wealthy and delicate, 
others to suit thn laboring men, and 
somo oven for beggars, livery rcaiau- 
rant is at tlio BHIUO timoii reading-room, 
whoro tho principal dailies aro furn- 
ished; for few families take newapa- 
iers at homo. In Urn roatimrnnl aro 
also chess-boards, billmrd-tablus, aftt>r- 
:oncorta and theatrical performances. 
In short, homo, with its pcoplo and 
comforts, ia turned out into thn restau- 
rant. Tlio German would rather have 
Iry brand and cheeso, with a glass of 
;eer, than the richest repast, without 
>oer. Ono never sees water on tho 
able at a German restaurant. 


Tho whole social system iu Geriuauy 


s allected by beer drinking, which, 
among other results, baa led in a re- 
markable degree to tho publici/ing of 
their private lifp. 
A man in Germany 


doos uot love hia privacy, but his 
society; not his family so exclusively, 
>ut his saloon companions, There ia 
eas of that confidence and satisfaction 
with which ono in America gives hiin- 
Bulf up to his wife and children, or to 
enjoyment at homo; but ho takes them 
with him to tho saloon, whoro th«.v all 
five tlinmsnlvt's up, with others, to 
ommoii (mjuymout. Thuy do not at 
uch times foci disconcerted by tho 
trangors present; but a stranger be- 
;omes another frifind in the omnpany; 
or in Germany familiarity does not 
lousist in tha degree of acquaint anco, 
mt in tho number of persons present. 
?hia accounts for tho Gorman'H soHa- 
ilenoas and for his reputation for 
riendliuoss, Tho first timo ho moots 
rou ho is about as friendly as ho ever 
locomea An American, in order to en- 
oy anything, wants it to bn his own. 
lut a German will make it his own, if 
ie only haa aomebody elso to share tho 
njoymont with. 
The peoplo do not live at homo nnd 


iave no strong homo feeling. 
TJioy 


nd homo a tedious place, for which, 
ike tho French, they havo no name in 
heir language. Thoy havo a "houso," 
>r lodgings, hnt if thev should trnus- 
ito our word "homo" with all its ten- 
ernesa, thoy would have to eay "fathor- 
and." Not tho individual, but the 
whole found tin interest; not thn fam- 
y, but tho saloonfnl, constitutes tho 
nit of society. Evou iu their courtship 
lore is nothing of tho privacy of tbo 


ftpairing to tho Indy'n homo to spend a 
ow hours in tho parlor, takes her, if ho
